FIXING THE PARK BOUNDARIES 


A bill is being put through parliament 
at the present session which will exclude 
from the Rocky Mountain forest reserve 
some 821 square miles of territory which 
have been added to Rocky Mountain and | 
Jasper parks, and which excludes from | 
these parks 1,364 square miles which are | 
to be added to the forest reserve. These 
areas have both been long reserved, and | 
the changes do not enlarge or diminish the 
area open for acquisition by private in- 
terests. 

As the forest reserve will be under 
provincial control, while the parks re- 
main under Dominion control, the altera- ; 
tions are a detail in the process of carry- 
ing out the arrangement for transfer of 
the natural resources to the provincial 
authority, and may be taken as establish- 
ing permanently the area and boundaries 
of the national parks. The boundary of 
the Jasper park west of Edmonton is 
moved to a point between Brule and 
Miette. 


KEEP UP THE PRESSURE 


The federated community leagues are 
doing good service to the city in urging 
upon the management of the National 
Ra‘lways and the Dominion Government ' 
that action be taken to secure the necess- | 
ary property and._make the projected im- 
~rovement in the surroundings of the 
Macdonald hotel, and also in bringing 
pressufe to bear upon the city council te 
give the scheme active and even aggres- 
Sive support.

not at all impressed by a long list | 
of research publications by the | 
candidate. 1 want to see the man 
and get the feel of his mind, for 
some of the livest minds in the 
world of scholarship are not for- 
ever rushing into print. I am 
convinced that infinite harm has 
been done to our universities by 
the cver-emphasis we have put on 
publicaton by the teachers we appoint. We need men 
of wide end deep knowledge, and many teachers 
would be broarder and wiser men if they s:udied and 
thought more and wrote les:. 

Second, the great teacher keeps his mind fresh 
and free 

He must be given the chance every so often to get 
away from the rouUne schedule of his work so that 

ve t'me to examine himself. his mind, end 


he can 
h's me hods. He must have time for travel, for 


all the corners of his field so that he will not be- 
come & too norrow specialist. He must have time to 
dip into some relaicd but different activities. He must 
have tne chance to become wise as well ag learned. 

Third, the great teacher establishes g personal 
@s well as professiona! relation with h’s students. 

I confess that I lose interest in a teacher when 
I discover that he never cees his students save in 
his class rooms and in his office at stated office 
hours. The grtat teacher is will ng to have his private 
life broken into by eager students who come into his 
home at odd hours for informal and unofficiel in- 
tellectual wrestling bouts. All this is a taxing enter- 
prise. But who ever said that the life of the great 
\ecacher is an casy life?
